The Eley family of Isle of Wight County, Virginia, is an ald and distinguished 
one. They were among the originel settlers, and wers large lend omers and men of 
affaires from the first immigrant. They were churchnan, for their names es veetrymen 
are found on the records of ths oldest church, now called St. Luke's, but formerly 
knom as the Old Brick Church. We find them as mesbers of the court, Justices, sol- 
diers of the Revolution end war of 1812; also officers of the Militia snd members 
of the General Asseubly. 


ROBERT ELEY... 


In 1639 Robert fley came to America and obtained a grant of land consisting 
of 600 acres in Isle of Wight County, Virginia, on which he with eleven others set- 
tled on September 17, 1639 (Ses - Iale of Wight Land Grant, Page 670, Richmond, Ve.).
